RESPONSE 


On June 7*^, 2020 at approximately 0315 Hours, Homicide Detectives Woodruff and 
Garcia were contacted by the Homicide Desk, Detective Soliz. They were assigned to 
investigate the circumstances regarding a deputy involved shooting that occurred in the 
Industry Sheriff's Station area. 


On June 7'^, 2020 at approximately 0430 Hours, Detectives Woodruff and Garcia 
arrived at the command post located at 1100 South Hatchet Avenue in the City of 
Industry. Detectives were briefed by Industry Station Patrol Deputy Adam Nelson 
regarding the incident. Deputy Nelson stated on June 7'^, 2020 deputies responded to 
the location for a person possibly struck by a train and a medical emergency call. The 
deputies and train personnel searched the railroad tracks for a possible victim and were 
confronted by the suspect who was armed with a knife. The suspect charged at the 
deputies and train personnel while armed with a knife. Deputy Jover and Deputy 
Abarca each fired rounds from their duty weapons. The suspect sustained gunshot 
wounds to his legs and one to his upper torso. He was transported to Pomona Valley 
Hospital for treatment under medical record #4063307.

On June 7", 2020 at approximately 0500 Hours, detectives responded to the crime 
scene located on the railroad tracks south of 17300 Railroad Street, City of Industry. 
Upon their arrival, they observed the location was cordoned off with yellow crime scene 
tape. Deputies were maintaining the scene security. Homicide detectives were given a 
walk-thru of the crime scene by Deputy Nelson. 


Detectives Theodor Baljet and Julia Levenson were assigned the task of conducting the 
crime scene location investigation.

On June 7", 2020 at approximately 0600 Hours, F.I.S. Desiree Rollins from the Los 
Angeles County Crime Lab photographed Los Angeles County Sheriff's Deputies Carlos 
Jover and Nathan Abarca in their Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department uniforms 
that they were wearing at the time of the deputy involved shooting. 


At approximately 0630 Hours, Detectives Woodruff and Garcia recovered two firearms 
(Items GW#1 and GW#2) from Deputies Jover and Abarca. Present with detectives 
was F.I.S. Desiree Rollins. She inspected and packaged the two firearms (GW#1 and 
GW#2). The following was noted during the inspection of the firearms: 


Deputy Jover's duty weapon, a 9mm caliber, Sig Sauer "Model P226 Tac Ops," semi- 
automatic firearm was loaded with one live round in the chamber and twelve live rounds 
inside the twenty round capacity magazine. 

Deputy Abarca's duty weapon, a 9mm caliber, Smith and Wesson "Model M&P," semi- 
automatic firearm was loaded with one live round in the chamber and ten live rounds in 
the seventeen round capacity magazine. 


At approximately 0645 Hours, F.I.S. Rollins took possession of the recovered firearms 
(Items GW#1 and GW#2) for processing at the crime iab.

Deputy Oh explained in detail the events that occurred on June 6'^, 2020 at the crime 
scene location. Deputy Oh told detectives he was working Industry Sheriff's Station 
patrol unit 144A with a partner, Brian Gemmill. He said his shift started atiii Hours 
on June 6^. Deputy Oh said he and his partner responded as an assisting unit to a call 
for a pedestrian struck by a train. Deputy Oh said when they arrived in their marked 
patrol car, he heard a person yelling at the location. Deputy Oh said he then heard 
approximately ten or eleven gun shots and radio traffic indicating a deputy involved 
shooting had occurred. 


Deputy Oh told detectives, he went over to the area where the shots came from. 
Deputy Oh said he illuminated the area with his flashlight as other deputies illuminated 
the area as well. Deputy Oh said he saw a Male White laying on the ground with a knife 
in his right hand. He said the blade on the knife was pointing downward as the suspect 
held it. Deputy Oh said the male was laying approximately fifteen feet from where the 
deputies were standing. Deputy Oh said he heard deputies give the suspect commands 
to "Drop the knife." 


Deputy Oh said when he arrived to the location, he was ordered to return to the patrol 
vehicle to obtain the ballistic shield. Deputy Oh said he then heard radio traffic 
indicating deputies were rendering medical aid to the suspect. He then secured the 
crime scene and searched for evidence.

On June 7'^, 2020 at approximately 1030 Hours, Homicide Detectives Woodruff and 
Garcia drove to Pomona Valley Hospital where Industry Sheriffs Station Detectives

The following is a synopsis of 
the interview. 


Deputy Jover stated he has been a sworn peace officer since 2012 and had been 


assigned to patrol at Industry Sheriff's Station since 2017. Pri 


On June 7", 2020 Deputy Jover was wearing a Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department Class B uniform tan shirt with yellow and green patches on both sleeves 
and a hard badge on the front of the shirt. His pants were green cargo uniform pants. 
He was wearing his duty belt which contained pepper spray, one handcuff case, a radio, 
three additional 20 round 9mm caliber magazines, a collapsible baton, a knife and his 
duty weapon a Sig Sauer P226 Tac Ops, 9mm handgun (S/N (GW#1). 


The weapon was examined and contained one live 9mm bullet in the chamber and 
twelve additional live 9mm bullets in the magazine. The weapon had a frame mounted 
flashlight. Based on the fact that Deputy Jover told detectives he carries his firearm 
loaded with twenty live rounds in the magazine and one live round in the chamber, it 
appeared that he fired eight rounds during the shooting incident. 


Deputy Jover said he started his shift A ours ae 2020 with his partner 


Deputy Abarca. They were working unit 141D from hours. Deputy Jover 
said they heard an emergent radio call go out at approximately 0300 hours on June 7'^, 
2020 and they decided to respond since they were approximately one minute away. 
Deputy Jover said he and Deputy Abarca coordinated with responding assisting units as 
they responded to Railroad Street and Azusa Avenue Code-3. 


Deputy Jover said they arrived at and Railroad Street and met with two 
railroad employees and hat were walking Westbound on the 
railroad tracks. Deputy Jover said he an arca walked Westbound on the tracks with 
the two railroad employees. They searched the area for a person that had been struck 
by a train. 
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Deputy Jover said he illuminated a dark area with his flashlight and saw a hat laying on 
the ground next to the tracks. Deputy Jover said as they continued to search, he heard 
Deputy Abarca say, “He's right here." Deputy Jover said he saw a person kneeling on 
one knee facing the railroad tracks. He appeared “all bloody” from the head. Deputy 
Jover said he asked the person, “Hey buddy, are you OK?” 


Deputy Jover said the suspect suddenly “Popped up and sprinted towards them with a 
knife in his right hand, held over his head." Deputy Jover described the knife as a silver 
metal knife. Deputy Jover said the Railroad employees ran away from the immediate 
area. 


Deputy Jover said he realized that the suspect was running towards them with a knife in 
his hand. Deputy Jover stated he pulled out his duty weapon from his holster as he 
gave the suspect verbal commands to “Stop running, drop the knife.” Deputy Jover said 
he back peddled to create distance when he heard Deputy Abarca ask him if the 
suspect had a knife. Deputy Jover said he felt the suspect was right on top of them and 
that he was not responding to the commands given. Deputy Jover stated he and 
Deputy Abarca responded by firing their duty weapons when the suspect was 
approximately six to seven feet in front of them. 


Deputy Jover said he thought he fired five or six rounds from his duty weapon. He 
stated he stopped shooting when the suspect fell forward. Deputy Jover said the 
suspect landed on his stomach and turned his body to towards the left. While on the 
ground the suspect still held onto the knife. 


Deputy Jover said after the shooting occurred, he broadcasted a "998, deputy involved 
shooting” via his radio. Deputy Jover said Deputies Malone and Yau arrived at the 
crime scene and assisted them by holding the suspect at gunpoint. Deputy Jover said 
he and Abarca formulated a plan to safely approach the Suspect and render medical 
aid. 


Deputy Jover said the plan he discussed with Deputy Abarca was to approach the 
Suspect together and that he would grab the Suspect's tight arm. Abarca was to 
remove the knife from the Suspect's hand. Deputy Jover said they approached and 
executed their plan. Deputy Jover said Deputy Abarca grabbed the knife from the 
Suspect and tossed it away from him. 
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Deputy Jover said Deputy Rojas arrived shortly after and assisted them in providing 
medical aid to the suspect. Deputy Jover said he opened the suspect's shirt and 
identified a gunshot wound on the suspect's chest. He said he pointed out the chest 
wound to Deputy Rojas and she applied a chest seal on the suspect. Deputy Jover said 
he then removed the suspect's pants and saw bullet wounds on the suspect's legs. 
Deputy Jover said Deputy Rojas then applied a tourniquet to one of the suspect's legs. 


Deputy Jover said he was then separated from Deputy Abarca and subsequently 
transported to Industry Sheriff's Station. 


Deputy Jover said he felt scared, shocked and frustrated about the shooting incident. 
He said he thought he responded to the call to provide help. 


Detectives returned Deputy Jover's processed duty firearm (GW#1) to him upon 
completion of this interview. 


On June 9", 2020 at approximately 1643 Hours, Homicide Detectives Woodruff and 
Garcia spoke to Deputy Nathan Abarca at the Homicide Bureau interview 
room. Present and representing Deputy Abarca was Attorney Amy Johnson with the 
Law Office of Rains Lucia Stern St. Phalle and Silver. 


The interview was audio recorded and a copy of the digital audio will be transferred to 
disc media and made a permanent part of the case file. The following is a synopsis of 
the interview. 


Deputy Abarca has been a sworn peace officer since 2014 and had been assigned to 
patrol at Industry Sheriff Station since 2017. 


On June 7", 2020 Deputy Abarca was wearing a Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department Class A uniform tan shirt with yellow and green patches on both sleeves 
and a hard badge on the front of the shirt. His pants were green uniform pants. He was 
wearing his duty belt which contained pepper spray, two handcuff cases, a radio, two 
additional 17 round 9mm caliber magazines, a baton, and his duty weapon a Smith and 
Wesson M&P, 9mm handgun (S/N HR UB, (GWw#2). 


The weapon was examined and seen to contain one live 9mm bullet in the chamber and 
ten additional live 9mm bullets in the magazine. The weapon had a frame mounted 
flashlight. Based on the fact that Deputy Abarca told detectives he carries his firearm 
loaded with seventeen live rounds in the magazine and one live round in the chamber, it 
appeared that he fired seven rounds during the shooting incident. 
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Deputy Abarca said he started his shift afi ours on June 6'^, 2020 with his partner 
Deputy Jover. Deputy Abarca said they worked unit 141D me NN 
Deputy Abarca said they heard an emergent radio call go out of a train versus 
pedestrian at approximately 0220 hours on June 7', 2020 and they responded Code-3 
to the call. Deputy Abarca said he and Deputy Jover coordinated with responding 
assisting units and they responded to Hatcher Avenue and Railroad Street. 


Deputy Abarca said when they arrived to the location, they contacted two train 
conductors that were illuminating the area with flashlights. Deputy Abarca said the train 
conductors told him the train hit a man further west of their location. Deputy Abarca 
said they followed the Railroad employees and looked for body parts along the tracks. 


Deputy Abarca said as they illuminated the area, Deputy Jover pointed out a hat laying 
on the ground near the tracks. Deputy Abarca said at approximately twenty feet away, 
he saw a male kneeling on his left knee and bleeding from the head. Deputy Abarca 
said he made Deputy Jover aware by yelling, "There he is." Deputy Abarca said he 
asked the male if he was OK. Deputy Abarca said the male suspect got up and ran 
towards them with his right hand above his head. 


Deputy Abarca said he and Deputy Jover back peddled approximately twenty feet and 
the Railroad employees turned around and ran Eastbound. Deputy Abarca said he saw 
an object in the suspect's hand but could not identify what it was. Deputy Abarca said 
he asked Deputy Jover if the object the suspect had was a knife. Deputy Abarca said 
Deputy Jover confirmed the suspect was holding a knife in his hand. 


Deputy Abarca said they gave the suspect several verbal commands to drop the knife 
and to stop. Deputy Abarca said he had trouble maintaining his balance due to the 
gravel and uneven ground as he back peddled. Deputy Abarca said when the suspect 
was within ten feet of him and Deputy Jover, he thought the suspect would either get to 
him or the Raitroad employees. Deputy Jover stated he fired four or five rounds from his 
duty weapon at the suspect until he fell on his face. 


Deputy Abarca said the suspect continued to wave the knife around while lying on the 
ground. Deputy Abarca said they continued to give verbal commands but the suspect 
did not comply. Deputy Abarca said Deputy Jover initiated the radio traffic and 
broadcasted, "998, deputy involved shooting." 


Deputy Abarca said he and Deputy Jover devised a plan to render medical aid to the 
Suspect. He said they waited for a ballistic shield to make a safe approach, however, it 
was taking too long to arrive. Deputy Abarca said he, Deputy Jover and Deputy Rojas 
approached the suspect. Deputy Jover grabbed the suspect's right wrist as Deputy 
Abarca grabbed the knife from the suspect's right hand and tossed it to the side. 
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Deputy Abarca said they opened the suspect's shirt to render aid. Deputy Rojas 
applied a dressing on the suspect's chest wound. Deputy Abarca said he pulled the 
suspect's pants down and saw a wound on the suspect's left leg. Deputy Abarca said 
Deputy Rojas applied a tourniquet on the suspect's left leg. 


Deputy Abarca said he and Deputy Jover were removed from the crime scene and 
transported to the Industry Sheriff's Station. 


Deputy Abarca said he felt surprised, startled and scared during the shooting incident. 


After the interview, Homicide Detectives obtained a DNA reference sample from Deputy 
Abarca (GW#5). 


Detectives returned Deputy Abarca's processed duty firearm (GW#2) to him upon 
completion of this interview.

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AUTOPSY 


On June 9t, 2020 at approximately 1000 Hours, Dr. Kennedy of the Los Angeles 
County Medical Examiner's Office conducted the autopsy of Suspect Jarrid Hurst, 
Coroner's case number 2020-04998. Homicide Detectives Woodruff and Garcia were 
present during the autopsy. Dr. Kennedy stated the manner of death was homicide and 
the mode was from a gunshot wound to the chest. Dr. Kennedy's findings will be 
reduced to a report, and when complete, will become a permanent part of the 
detectives’ case file. 


The Investigation continues with further reports to follow.

The Justice System Integrity Division ofthe Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the June 7, 2020, fatal shooting of Jarrid Hurst by Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department (LASD) Deputies Carlos Jover and Nathan Abarca. We have concluded that 
both deputies acted lawfully in self-defense and defense of others. 


The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of the shooting at approximately 3:19 a.m., 
on June 7, 2020. The District Attorney Response Team (DART) responded to the location, and was 
given a briefing regarding the circumstances surrounding the shooting and a walk-through of the 
scene. 


The following analysis is based on investigative reports, audio recordings, the autopsy report, crime 
scene diagrams and sketches, photographic and video evidence, and witness statements submitted 
by LASD Homicide Detectives Kasey Woodruff and Silvano Garcia, Jr. No body worn video exists 
in this case. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On June 7, 2020 at approximately 2:12 a.m., Union Pacific Railroad freight train Hs 
traveling eastbound on open track through the City of Industry at approximately 45 miles per 
hour. occupied the right side of the lead locomotive cab while extra board 
occupied the left side of the cab. was riding in the 
second locomotive. Bot and (J saw Hurst walking along the north side of the 
track near milepost 20. lew the train’s horn as a warning. Hurst turned and looked 
briefly over his shoulder at the approaching train. However, Hurst was too close to the track and 
was struck by the passing train. The lead engine’s onboard surveillance video camera captured 


Hurst as he was overtaken.! Although the moment of impact is not visible in the video footage, a 


thud is discernible from the soundtrack corroborating EMEN statement about an audible 
collision. 


Figure 1: Hurst was captured on the train’s surveillance video walking beside the track as the train approached. 
The time on the surveillance video at the approximate moment of impact was 2:12:43 a.m. 


ER broadcast an emergency radio call that the train had struck a pedestrian and the crew 
stopped the train.” (andi exited the locomotives approximately a half mile 
ahead of where the incident occurred. They walked back along the north side of the track to look 


for Hurst. ERE called 9-1-1. 


A number of LASD patrol units responded to dispatch traffic of a train possibly striking a 
pedestrian, including Jover and Abarca who responded to Railroad Street. Jover and Abarca 
encountered NN and (BMJ walking back along the tracks searching for the pedestrian. 
The group proceeded together using flashlights and directional lanterns in an effort to locate 
Hurst. While walking, they saw a hat near the rail. nes =. 1) spotted Hurst kneeling a short 
distance away, holding his left hand to the left side of his head. MM said, “Hey, I think this 
is the guy.” The group could see that Hurst had blood on his face. Jover asked, “Hey buddy, are 


! The area was canvassed extensively, but no other surveillance video of the scene was located.

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you okay?” Hurst looked up, got to his feet, and began yelling profanities. Both and 
ecalled him saying, “I’m going to get you motherfuckers!” Hurst then charged 
towards them with his right hand clutching a knife that he raised above his head. 


When Hurst charged, (I and (MMM tumed and ran in the opposite direction. Jover and 
Abarca back-peddled and yelled, “Stop running!” and “Drop the knife!" When Hurst did not 
stop, the deputies fired their service weapons.? Jover estimated that he fired from a distance of 
approximately seven feet. Abarca estimated that he fired from a distance of approximately ten 
feet. d 


After being struck by gunfire, Hurst collapsed to the ground still clutching the knife in his right 
hand. Despite continued commands to drop the knife after being shot, Hurst maintained his hold 
on the weapon. Other deputies in the area heard the gunfire and converged on the scene. Jover 
and Abarca waited a few minutes for another deputy to bring a ballistic shield to facilitate a safe 
approach. However, when Hurst stopped moving and the shield had not yet arrived, Abarca and 
Jover formulated and successfully executed a plan to disarm Hurst so that first aid could 
commence. Deputy Tawnia Rojas then proceeded to administer first aid by applying a chest seat 
and tourniquet. Paramedics from the Los Angeles Fire Department Engine Company 118 arrived 
and took over administration of medical aid.4 Hurst was transported to Pomona Valley Hospital 
where he succumbed to his wounds and was pronounced deceased by Dr. Michael Jimenez.

3 A 2:28 a.m., LTAC radio broadcast contained the statement “998” (a code referencing an officer involved 
shooting). Multiple LASD deputies in the area at the time shots were fired corroborated details of Jover’s and 
Abarca’s accounts, e.g., yelling, a charge, Jover and Hurst back-pedaling, and commands to stop followed by 
gunfire. 

* A 2:36 a.m., LTAC radio broadcast confirmed the application of a tourniquet and paramedics on scene attending to 
Hurst. 


Jover’s service weapon, a Sig Sauer 9mm semiautomatic pistol, was examined and found to 
contain one live round in the chamber and twelve rounds in the magazine. Based on Jover’s 
statement that he routinely carries his firearm loaded with 20 rounds, it appears that Jover fired 
eight rounds. Abarca’s service weapon, a Smith and Wesson M&P 9mm semiautomatic pistol, 
was examined and found to contain one round in the chamber and an additional ten rounds in the 
magazine. Based on Abarca’s statement that he normally carries his weapon loaded with a total 
of 17 rounds, it appears that Abarca fired seven rounds. Two distinct groups of shell casings 
were located near the scene and provided evidence of the deputies’ positions when they fired. 
The first group of casings, numbering seven, was located about ten feet north of the train track. 
The second group, eight in number, was located approximately ten feet north of the first group. 


Figure 4: The first group of shell casings was marked with evidence markers one through seven and the second 
group was marked eight through 15. The red oval indicates the area where Hurst collapsed after being shot. 


On June 9, 2020, Deputy Medical Examiner Martina Kennedy performed an autopsy on Hurst’s 
body. Kennedy concluded that death resulted from multiple gunshot wounds. Five gunshot 
wounds were described in the autopsy report. Only one of the gunshot wounds was specifically 
denoted as fatal. The fatal wound entered Hurst’s right upper chest, traveled front to back, right 
to left, and downward. Two bullet fragments were recovered in association with the fatal wound. 
A toxicology report confirmed that methamphetamine and marijuana were present in Hurst’s 
bloodstream. The report also noted that Hurst had numerous blunt force injuries, including 
abrasions to the face and forehead as well as contusions and abrasions on his back, abdomen, and 
legs. While the report did not opine the cause of these blunt force injuries, they appear 
consistent with someone struck by a moving train. 


A folding knife was found with the blade in the open position close to where Hurst fell, The DNA 
section of the LASD Scientific Services Bureau performed analysis on two swabs taken from the 
knife, One of the swabs sampled a bloodstain on the knife’s handle. The other swab sampled the 
handle from areas absent of obvious blood. In both cases, DNA profiles generated by the swabs 
(and compared to a reference sample) were found with overwhelmingly probabilities to have 
originated from Hurst rather than some other unknown individual.

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LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if the 
person claiming the right actually and reasonably believed that he or others were in imminent 
danger of great bodily injury or death. Penal Code § 197; People v. Randle (2005) 35 Cal.4" 987, 
994 (overruled on another ground in People v. Chun (2009) 45 Cal.4 1172, 1201); People v. 
Humphrey (1996) 13 Cal.4" 1073, 1082; see also, CALCRIM No. 505. 


A peace officer is justified in using deadly force upon another person when the officer 
reasonably believes, based on the totality of the circumstances, that such force is necessary for 
either of the following reasons: (1) to defend against an imminent threat of death or serious 
bodily injury to the officer or to another person; or (2) to apprehend a fleeing person for any 
felony that threatened or resulted in death or serious bodily injury, if the officer reasonably 
believes that the person will cause death or serious bodily injury to another unless immediately 
apprehended. Penal Code section 835a(c)(1)(A) & (B). 


A threat of death or serious bodily injury is imminent when, based on the totality of the 
circumstances, a reasonable officer in the same situation would believe that a person has the 
present ability, opportunity, and apparent intent to immediately cause death or serious bodily 
injury to the peace officer or another person. An imminent harm is not merely a fear of future 
harm, no matter how great the fear and no matter how great the likelihood of the harm, but is one 
that, from appearances, must be instantly confronted and addressed. Penal Code section 
835a(e)(2). 


When considering the totality of the circumstances, all facts known to or perceived by the peace 
officer at the time, including the conduct of the officer and the subject leading up to the use of 
deadly force is taken into consideration. Penal Code section 835a (4) & (e)(3). The peace 
officer's decision to use force is not evaluated with the benefit of hindsight and shall account for 
occasions when officers may be forced to make quick judgments about using force. Penal Code 
section 835a(4). 


In evaluating whether a police officer’s use of force was reasonable, it is helpful to draw guidance 
from the objective standard of reasonableness adopted in civil actions alleging Fourth Amendment 
violations: “The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective 
of a reasonable officer on the scene, rather than the 20/20 vision of hindsight. ... The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police officers are often forced to make 
split-second judgments — in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving — about the 
amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation." Graham v. Connor (1989) 490 U.S. 386, 
396-397. 


The evidence in this investigation shows deputies responding to a call of someone struck by a train - 
- a type of call not normally expected to produce an armed encounter with an aggressive assailant. 
When asked if he was okay, Hurst unexpectedly charged, knife in hand, while shouting in a 
threatening manner. Given the short distance between Jover, Abarca, and their assailant, the 
deputies had little time to react. Civilian witnesses turned and ran. The deputies gave Hurst verbal 
commands to drop the knife and stop. Hurst pressed the attack, appeared bent on causing harm, and 
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was armed with a deadly weapon. Consequently, Hurst was shot a short distance away. Given the 
totality of the circumstances of this tense, uncertain, rapidly evolving and perilous situation, Jover 
and Abarca’s decision to use deadly force was reasonable. 


CONCLUSION 


We find that Deputies Jover and Abarca acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others when 
they used deadly force against Jarrid Hurst.
